tlmt  he  had  not  wholly  denotmeed  the  stage 
as  had  been  charged.  If  anything  gave  him 
a  peculiar  sense  of  amusement  it  was  to  see 
people  elaborately,  profoundly,  and  ear¬ 
nestly  answering  something  he  had  not 
said. 

He  had,  at  all  events,  one  good  authority 
for  condeming  the  stage.  Macready,  who 
certainly  ought  to  know  something  about  it, 
wrote  short’y  before  his  death,  “none  of  my 
children  with  ray  consent  shall,  under  any 
pretence;  ever  enter  a  theatre,  nor  shall  they 
have  any  visiting  connection  with  actors  or 
actresses.”  “If  an  actor,”  said  the  preach¬ 
er,  “should  invite  a  child  of  fourteen  years 
old  belonging  to  any  one  of  you  to  pass  a 
month  with  him  at  Cape  May,  would  you 
let  him  go  ?  It  would  be  far  less  disastrous 
to  put  him  five  feet  under  the  ground  in 
Greenwood  than  to  accept  that  invitation.” 
The  curse  of  the  Almighty,  the  preacher 
oontiuued,  was  on  the  stage.  He  had  been 
invited  by  the  press  to  visit  the  Park 
Theatre  and  the  old  Bowery,  aud  he  intend¬ 
ed  to  go.  Not,  indeed,  to  see  the  plays  but 
to  preach  Christ’s  gospel  from  the  stage,  as 
it  would  soOO  be  preached  in  every  theatre 
in  the  land.  He  invited  all  play  actors  to 
surrender  themselves.  \ 

The  American  theatre  was  tho  very  vesti¬ 
bule  of  hell,  and  he  would  preach  against  it 
in  the  face  of  all  obstacles.  Noah  spent  120 
years  in  trying  to  persuade  his  fellow  meu 
that  the  flood  was  coming.  At  the  end  of 
that  time  he  had  obtained  odIj  eight  con¬ 
verts,  but  he  was  not  discouraged,  “and  I 
must  say,”  added  the  preacher,  “I  admire 
the  spunk  of  the  old  man.”  He  had  been 
told  that  his  doctrine  was  such  as  was  preach¬ 
ed  in  Methodist  meeting  houses  half  a  c«n- 
tuary  ago.  So  be  it ;  be  loved  the  memory 
of  John  Wesley,  and  if  his  own  sect  shonld 
ever  get  tired  of  him  and  turn  h  im  out  he 
would  go  over,  horse,  foot,  and  dragoons, 
to  the  Methodists.  He  had  been  even  threat¬ 
ened  with  personal  violenoe  ;  well,  let  the 
cowards  at  once  step  forward  and  assail 
him.  No  firearm  was  ever  levelled  at  a 
more  conspicuous  mark  than  himself  as  he 
stood  on  that  platform.  He  went  home 
every  night  by  way  of  Lafayette  avenue, 
A»d  no  one  wonld  dare  lay  a  finger  upon 
k im.
